FELLOW-UITIZENS or THE SENATE 
AND OF THE :10USE OF REPRESENTATIVES: 


Tcongratulaté- you, gentlemen, on your safe arrival at the place desig- 
gated for the performance of your public labours. The deep interest 
thatis felt, and solicitude universally manifested, at the approach of the 
priod for the convening of the Representatives ofa free people, aré 
epnvincing proofs of the great importance and responsibility of your sta-" 
tims, and every cunfidence is entertained. that your session will bé 
conducted with harmony, deliberation, a mutual forbearance towards 
each other, and with a view, solely to promote the general welfare ‘and 
happiness of your constituents. ` À l i 
‘You, gentlemen, the immediate Representatives of the people, coming 
fom different parts of the State, are best acquainted with their interests, 
teir wishes and necessities, and are the proper organ through which 

their will is tobe done. It is my duty tolay before you such information 
asi may be in possession of relative to the affairs of the government, 
and submit to you such subjects as in my judgment may require your 
consideration, ` - 

The events of the present year connected with the interest and prosperi+ 
tyof our constituents draw forth the strongest feelings towards a re- 
newal of expressions of gratitude ta the Omnipotent Ruler of the 
Universe, for the numerous manifestations of His peculiar favour. Al- 
though several of the most valuable of our fellow-citizens have fallen 
victims to'the diseases incident to human nature; yet, we have béen per- 
mitted to enjoy an equal portion’ of health, compared with other sections 
of the Union.—Notwithstanding our country has been visited by a long 
drought, the crops will be found usually abundant, sufficiently so, to 
supply all the necessary comforts of life-—The staple commodity, -óf a 
quality, that will enable us to find a ready demand fot it, in the mar- 
kets, and’‘enhance the credit ef cotton, the growth of our country.— Every 
species of industry is in a flourishing condition—our relations with the 
Indian tribes residling within the Itmits of the State, are adjusted’ by treas ` 
ties, which, (if ratified by the Senate of the Union) will release us from 
political discontents, and contesis as to our right to exercise jurisdic- 
tion over them; and cause that vast quantity of waste and unappropriated 
lunds-to be yettled—thereby adding strength and wealth to our popula- 
tion—In the pleasing contemplation of this event, we see the dawn of 
our future greatness as a State, b e E | 

_ The situation of the revenue and expenditutes of the yea will be 
disclosed to you by the report of the Auditor of Public Accounts. The 
money in the Treasury on the 31st. day of December last, amounted to 
$8,833 90 3-4 cents, since which time the additional sum of $61,831 
14 1-4 cents, has been received‘ on account of the taxes of the last year 
and from ‘various other suurces, “making the sum ‘total of $70,665 05. 
cenis—the sums.-audited: gince that time amount to $52,553 FI cents,.. 
Snch shew & balance refaining in the Treasury on the 10th inst. af

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$18,111 34 cents. The assessments for the present year amount ig 
$74,350 36 12 cents, witich,, with a.comparatively. small deduction fop 
@xpeuses and insolveucies, will be paid into the Treasury at the close of 
the fiscal year. This improvement in the revenue, without additional 
taxanon, shews the rapid increase of the population and wealth of our 
Stute, ani must be truly gratifying to the Statesman and the Patriot. 

Tne fiscal year now closes during the recess of the General Assembly: 
to change it ‘o the commencementof the Session, will require-the Taxes 
‘to be collected in the most unfayourable-season; in fact, a large portion of; 
our fellow-citizens, do not find it convenient to dispose of their crops, 
earlier than the month of January, or February; and. as.the -exigencies 
of the State do not require the revenue to be paid in ‘earlier, I would 
suggest. to your consideration the expediency of extending, the fiscal year 
to the first day of March, which will doubtless give. great relief not only 
to the people, but the officers of the revenue. : 

. The contingent expenses of the Executive Department, from the fifth 
day of January last, up to the present. time; ineluding, a small, deficit: 
of the last year, amount to $1,857 33 1-4 cents; eleven hundred and 
fifty-nine dollars and thirty seven and one half cents of this sum, haye 
been applied to the apprehension and recovering of fugitives from jus- 
tice. This expenditure shews a deficit in the contingent fund of $347 
35 1-4 cents; to meet which, an appropriation is most respectfully re- 
‘quested, _ ‘ 3 
. During the present year the sum of three thousand’ four hundred and. 
fifty-five dollars has been vested in Bank Stock,.on account of the Lite- 
rary Fund, which places this Stock at 291 shares, this added to the. 
sum loaned, ät interest, makes a little: more than thirty thousand dollare., 
Should the tax of one-tenth be continued, this fund in lesẹ than two. 
years will equal the amount, at which the law creating the same co: 
templated its distribution, = 

IT congratulate the Géneral Assembly; as well as: my. fellow-citizens gene» 
rally, on the revival of the spirit of Education, within our State. Schools. 
and Academies are rising up in every county, under the influence of. 
individual patronage, and are in a flourishing condition; which will’: 
doubtless be sustained by the fostering hand of. the State. Jefferson 
College, hitherto an empty dome, continues to prosper beyond our most 
sanguine expectations, and promises to do much good, by. diffusing: science, 
and a knowledge of Military Tactics throughout the State. To this Col, 
lege was donated by the General Goveinment, many years since). thirty- 
Six sections of Land, located on the Tombecbee River, before the division. 
ef the Territory took placè, and ‘new in the State of Alabama.—The re- 
mote situation of these Lands, and the difficulty of procuring an agent, 
to attend to the leasing, and collecting the rents, has rendered them almost 
unproductive to the College: consequéntly, it is an object much desir 
ed by the Board of Trustees, that they would be permitted to surrender 
them, andJocate the samé amount within the limits.ef our own-State—this 
would seém: but réasonable and just. A memorial will probably be 
presented during thé present Session, praying the General Assembly tå 
release the Mortgage the State holds on the College Lands in Alabama, 
wad take it on such. as may he seceived, in “lieu thereof; and join the

Board of Trustees ina Memorial to Congress for the permission of such 
surrender and re-location. 

‘Excitement and confusion existed during a considerable part of the last 
summer amongst the Choctaw tribe of Indians; to such an extent that at 
one time, apprehensions were entertained, it would be necessary tu call 
on the militia to quiet the disturbances; which, however, happily became 
tranqaill'zed. ‘The provisions of the ‘law of the last session, as respects 
the Indian tribes within the chartered limits of this State, in their opera- 
tion have been found insufficient for the purposes of dispensing justice 
aid administering the laws to them. The County ‘Courts of the several

counties to which portions of their territory were assigned, have failed 
do recommend suitable persons as justices of the peace, consequently 
there is nota civil officer within the limitsof either nation; and 
their Chiefs, or head men, ‘have been permitted as a matter of necessity 
exercise their functions as" formerly, It would appear, that but one, 
d two courses, is left for ug; either to suspend the law, or revise and 
amend it, so as to provide effectually for administering the laws of the 
State to them, By a communication received from the President of 
the United States, I am advised thata treaty has.been concluded with 
the Chickasaws, for the cession of their entire country, East of the 
Mississippi river, and that they are to remove’ West of said river, one half 
ofthe nation in the fall of ‘the year 1831, and the other'in the fall 
llowing; and that it is stipulated by the 18th article of the treaty “that 
the President will use his good offices and kind mediation, and make a 
tequest of the General Assembly of this State, to suspend the operafion 
aher laws over them, until such time as they can remove.” As respects 
the treaty with the ‘Choctaws, I have no official information, but under- 
sind that they*are allowed three years to remove; and entertain a belief 
tatit containga similar provision, To grant this request, would be, 
perhaps, -no more than a courtesy due to the General Government.— 
dnd as those people have manifested an unwillingness to accept the pro- 
tection offered them, by coming under our laws, and determined to re- 
move beyond our limits, it would seem unjust and oppressive to cuerce 
em, In my answer tothe President, I have unhesitatingly, given it as 
my opinion, that the operation of the laws of the State would be sus- 
pended as tq the Indians, but not the white people residing amongst 
tem, TI have algo instructed the collectors to suspend the collection of 
axes dssessed on the property of the Indians, until your-will, in this re- 
sect, could be made known, he 
Fhe number of copies of the laws, passed at the several sessions of the 
i islature, since the adaption of the Revised Code, is found insufficient 
lor the purposes of administering the government; and the laws from 
equent amendment have become so complicated, that they are difficult 
tbo be understood; so much so, that many of our justices ofthe peace pay 
lo'regard to any, save the Code itseff.—Therefore, 1 would most respect- 
ully renew my recommendation to the consideration of the Genere) As- 
Smbly, to appoint a suitable person to revise and consolidate such as are 
of a general nature; the ‘work when compleied, to constitute a secoad 
Volume of the revised code, Should this, however, be though: prema- 
tue, T would recommend the re-printing of theacts of the sessions of eigh- 
leen hundred and twenty-four and five.

i In the opinion of your Angitor, no government cam adopt ang policy 
better calculated to establish harmony and good faith amongst its citi- 
zens, than en equa} distribution of the burthens, as well as the benefits in- 
adent to its operation. R a . : 

The obvious difficulty inso framing a system of revenue law, produc- 
ive of this end, can only beremoved by a careful observance of ‘its oper- 
ation, and speedily remedying its defects, so soon as they are developed. 
For this purpose, your Auditor, ‘in the discharge of an official duty, re- 
spectfully submits the following suggestions, to the consideration of the 
General Assembly, ‘ 
` First. To exempt all invalids from the payment of a poll tax, who are 
exempted by law, on that account, from.wdrking on roads and the per- 
formance of Militia duty,—The same mason for which they are excused 
from those services, seems-to claim this additional kindness. 

Second, Amongst the great number of roe’ taxed, a proportion- 

. ate number from infancy or extreme old age, is xpense to their awners, 
aud the same taxes are now assessed ongheavas upon the most valuable.

A new elassification of the lands, appears important for an equal rate of taxation upon the varied value of that sub 
ject of the public revenue, When the present revenue law was enacted, the value of lands, in the vicinity of Natchez, waa 
greatly enhanced by the Agricultural and Commercial advantages, then peculiar to their fertility and situation; and rendered 
the highest tax upon them equitable and just. Since that time, those lands have become poorer; {owns and good markets 
have become more numerous, and the same advantages, then peculiar to them, are now beneficially felt in many parts of the 


Statec-nnd would seem to do away the necessityof a tax, so exclusively high, upon the lands in that particular vicinage~~ 


To divide all the lands into two classes, the first toinclude those lands generally the most fertile and most convenient to the 
best market; and the second, alllands not included in the first, with four qualities in cach class, would admit.a more gradual 
and-equal valuation ofeach quality in ip ieee without a loss of revenue. * [t is the opinion of your Auditor, that the 
third quality of the third and fourth claW&ey, is now valued too high to he proportionate with tepresent valuation of the first

nates no person te whom those moneys thus collected should be paid, and 
therefore your Auditor has not coerced the payment of them. 

If it be the desire of the Legislature that the Auditor should pay drafis
